RoadProgram 
Near Disaster 


Little RocX, No-v. 28 — (fP) — The 


Oil Dealers Association of Arkan- 
sas today heard a former state of- 
ficial describe the state's highway 
construction program as "an 
ap- 


proach to financial disaster. 


John F. Wells, Little Rock, told 


the convention that "the 1949 high- 
way bond act and its administra- 
tion by a too-numerous commis- 
sion, has set Arkansas highway 
construction back, instead of 
ad- 


vancing it." 
At the one day convention, the 


oil dealers adopted a 
resolution 


opposing any increase in the Ar- 
kansas gasoline tax and re-elected 
Chairman A. B. Speights, vice 
.Chairman F. C. Brown and M. R. 
Springers and Secretary William F. 
Scarborough, all of Little Rock. 


Wells, an official in the adminis- 


tration of the late Gov. Carl E. 
Bailey, is publisher of the Arkan- 
sas Recorded, a weekly newspap- 
er devoted to state affairs, which 
has frequently been critical of the 
highway program. 


The 1949 bond was sponsored by 


Governor McMath as the key to 
"an $80,000,000 highway construc- 
\ tion program," provides for four 


yearly sales of $7,000,000 of new 
highway bonds. Mcmath also push- 
ed through the 1949 legislature an 
act increasing the highway commi- 
sion from 10 to 12 members. 


Wells said that without the bond 


act, the state could have completed 
$20,000,000 worth of road construc- 
tion in 1949, under revenue from 
the 1941 highway refunding act. 


But instead, he said during 1949, 


$13,000,000 of road construction was 
put under contract — $6,000,000 for 
primary 
roads 
and 
$7,000, for 


secondary roads — and only about 
$7,00,000 of that projected construc- 
tion 
was completed during the 


year. 
The former official said the 1949 


bond act provided for $7,000,000 an- 
nually for four years through sale 
of bonds, but also included diver- 
sion of $6,5/10,000 of highway funds 
a year for the life of the act. He 
listed the diversions as $2,500,000 
for gasoline tux refunds to farm- 
ers, $2,000,000 additional turnback 
to counties and $2,000,000 additiona 
for debt service.

Washington, Nov. 28 — (/P)— Ar 


kansas has been allotted $5,885,99S 
in federal highway aid. 


The allocation was part of $400, 


000,000 nnounced last 
night 
fo 


distribution to all states and ter 
ritories. 
. 


The allotments'are made by th 


public roads bureau on the basi 
of area, population and road' mile 
ge. 


The'total constituted 80 per cen 


of the $500,000,000 voted by con 
gross Sept. 7 for the fiscal year be 
ginning nexg July 1. The federa 
funds must be used by June 3C 
1954. 


The remaining $100,000,000 of th 


congressional appropriation will b 
alloted when final 1950 census fig- 
ures become available. 


In most instances the 
federal 


funds require a dollar for dollar 
matching by the states. 


The Arkansas allottment was di- 


vided $2,940,110 for the federal aid 
highway system; $2,350,527 for sec- 
ondary or freeder roads, and $595,- 
!61 for urban highways (portions 
if highways passing through cities 
above 5,000 population.)

the atomic energy commission and 
the E. I. Dupont company have 
selected South, Carolina as

site for the hydrogen bomb plant.

With U. S. Eighth army, Korea 


—(IP)— The life of the First army 
to fight under the United Nations 
banner is at stake in the chill hills 
of North Korea. 


Equally at stake is the success 


of the entire five months' 
effort 


to unite Korea by arms as a step 
towards world peace. 


This startling turn taken by the 


Korean war can be summarized by 
an animal parable: 


A terrier has long bee fighting 


a marauding alley cat to keep her 
from the home he is protecting. 
One day he chases the cat across 
the cleared land toward the jungle 
trees. 


As he nears the jungle, he sees 


the cat spitting at him from be 
tween the claws of a big tiger. Be 
fore he can halt, the tiger flicks 
out a paw and cripples one of the 
terrier's legs. 


The terrier pauses. Most of the 


tiger's body lies in the jungle tha 
is the tiger's own domain, but its 
forepaws stretch out into the clear 
ing that.it is the terrier's duty t 


Communist regime, and its paws 


re the "volunteers" now fighting 
he Eighth army terrier on behalf 
if the defeated North Korean cat. 
The scene of the fights is a 60- 


nile stretch of frozen mountains 
and 
winding, narrow roads in 


northwest Korea. 


The terrier 
Eighth army was 


'irst mauled late in October when 
t ran into a surprise ambush by 
the Chinese tiger during a race to 
catch the North Korean 
army's 


remnants. 


Last Friday the Eighth

Nations divisions in Korea. It faced 
at least 19 tentatively

enemy divisions — 11 Chinese and 
eighth North Korean.

They have shattered 
three Korean Republican divisions 
on the Eighth army right 
flank, 


driving them back in disorder 20 
miles.
